Rapper/actor Tip “T.I.” Harris was released from prison in De- 
cember after serving seven months on weapons charges. Early 
in the new film “Takers,” which hit theaters Friday, convicted 
thief Ghost (Harris) is released from jail. Surely watching that 
now must make something go through the Grammy-winning 
Atlanta native’s head about his own experiences. Or not. 

“I think it’s part of a story, and it’s my duty as an actor,” in- 
sists Harris, 29. “I’m not in anyway affected personally by it.”

If you have this shirt and these 
jeans, I appreciate you, I thank you kindly I 
mean, it adds to the cool factor. Women put 
on makeup; I put on sunglasses. 

How do you think your acting skiils compare 
to your rapping skiils? 

That’s very difficult to say I don’t think that’s 
for me to judge. I think that acting is some- 
thing that should be judged by the audience, 
not the actor. 

OK, as far as comfort level then. How do you 
feel going into the studio vs. going on set? 

See, I don’t agree to do anything that I’m not 
comfortable doing. So, in saying that, I must 
say that I am very comfortable. Any roles 
that I take on. I’m comfortable knowing I 
can do it or comfortable believing that I can 
learn how to get it done. 


You mentioned that working with Kanye 
West, you can’t sit down with him and not 
iearn something. What’s something he 
taught you? 

Kanye, man, he taught me to challenge your 
work. Even when you got it and you think 
it’s laid down perfect, to look within there, 
beneath the surface of how it could still be 
better. 


Usually, man, when 
you wake up early, 
go to sleep late 
and you gotta be in 
front of people who 
you don’t know, you 
want to keep your 
sunglasses on. 


We asked readers for questions I shouid ask, 
and @silkysoul wanted to know: Your iife 
has been pretty eventf ui so far. Have you 
thought about writing a screenplay about 
that, or about something more fictionai? 
Well, I have ideas for films all the time. Just 
given that I am not a seasoned screenwriter, 

I just basically sit in a room with a guy just 
like you who’s a screenplay writer and just 
ramble out my ideas and let him find ways to 
make methods out of my madness. 


What would you want a movie about your 
iife to be called? 

A movie about my life? See, movies that I 
have ideas about are not all completely sub- 
merged with my experiences. It could be my 
thoughts, ideas, beliefs, intentions. 

What’s the plot of another movie idea you 
have? 

Well, right now I’m working on a romantic 
comedy I won’t say too much about it. It’s set 
in the music business, and I would like for it to 
have the pulse of a modern-day “Boomerang.” 

Would you star in that? 

Yeah, I would. 

A iot of your fiim roles so far have been seri- 
ous. Do you think people would be surprised 
to see you in a romantic comedy? 

Yeah, of course I do, but that’s the challenge 
of acting. To continue to give people new 
reasons to like and support you. 

What’s something people would be sur- 
prised to know about you? 

I don’t know I think I would be surprised to 
know how people really felt about me rather 
[than] what they project from the exterior. 

So I can’t really answer that question. 

What do you mean? 

You never really know how people feel about 
you. It’s all smiles and giggles, nobody really 
keep it loo with you, everybody’s just telling 
you what they want you to hear. 

Does a particular experience come to mind? 

I think throughout our life we endure that. 

On that note. I’d like to caii off the rap beef 
that you and I have had for all these years. ...

Crammed into the confines of a tank, a 
group of Israeli soldiers follows orders to 
search a dangerous town at the start of 
the 1982 Lebanon war. The men include 
commander Assi (ItayTiran), loader 
Hertzel (Oshri Cohen), driver Yigal (Mi- 
chael Moshonov) and gunner Shmulik 
(Tbav Donat), who has the opposite of 
an itchy trigger finger. 

The buzz: If writer-director Samuel 
Maoz’s exceptional drama feels like a 
documentary it’s because Maoz served in 
the Israeli army during the Lebanon war 
when he was 20. The entire movie takes 
place inside the tank, which yields both a 
claustrophobic sense of place and an op- 
portunity to capture the unique perspec- 
tive of these young, scared soldiers. 

The verdict: Boom. Rumble. Wow 


As the men’s humanity and will are 
tested, the terror in their eyes and in the 
thunderous noise comes through loud 
and clear. A few moments in this brief, 
unflinching film are too clearly designed 
to evoke meaning, consequently pulling 
you out of the experience. Otherwise, 
Maoz masterfully plunges into the 
confusion of war and demonstrates 
how it feels to be isolated inside a tank. 
There, outsiders can’t see you, but if 
looking through the scope, you can 
see the enemy or an incoming mis- 
sile, or a wounded donkey gasping for 
breath. These aren’t sights that fill these 
20 -something men with bravery and 
anger; mostly, they just want to go home.

For Olympian Sarah Haskins, the experi- 
ence of the Chicago Triathlon is bit like 
being at an international bazaar— per- 
haps with a bit more exercise involved. 

“[The triathlon} is a unique experience. 
Walking through the hotel lobby, I hear 
accents from many different people from 
around the world traveling to Chicago 
to compete,” said Haskins, who won the 
event in 2009.
